Josiah married first, perhaps in Rhode Island before July 1717, a wife 
named Sarah,? whose parentage has not been determined. She died in 
Yarmouth 2 February 1719/20.* 

Josiah married second, in Yarmouth 15 March 1721/2 (intentions 21 
February 1721) who was born in Yarmouth 1 July 1701 
and baptized in Harwich 2 May 1708, the daughter of Capt. Joseph and 
Hannah (Hall) Sears. Priscilla died in Yarmouth 3 April 1760.7 

Josiah married third, in Yarmouth 25 October 1761 Mercy (Gray) 
Hallett, who was born in Yarmouth 13 April 1696,” the daughter of Ed- 
ward and Melatiah (Lewis) Gray. She died in Yarmouth 24 or 25 March 
1775, in her 79th year and was buried there in the Ancient Cemetery.!? 
She was probably the widow of Ebenezer Hallett, whom she had married 
as his third wife. 

Josiah Gorham of Yarmouth, yeoman, in his will dated 17 January 
1772, and probated 15 April 1775, gave his dwelling house and land to his 
son, David Gorham, who was to pay his half-sister, Rebecca Brown, forty 
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shillings within one year. David was also to pay Josiah's grandson, Josiah 
Gorham, £8 when he arrived at "lawful age." If the grandson should die, 
his share was to be divided among Josiah's four surviving sons, Samuel, 
Hezekiah, Stephen and David. Samuel, a cordwainer, was given his fa- 
ther's great Bible and was named executor. All the remainder of the es- 
tate, real and personal, was divided equally among all four sons. He gave 
his loving wife, Marcy, the right to live in the "great chamber" of his 
house and have a cow and firewood, as long as she remained his widow. 
The witnesses were Judah Thacher, Stephen Hall, and Thomas Hawes." 

The grandson named Josiah, who was mentioned in Josiah Gorham’s 
will, appears to have been the son of Stephen Gorham, born in Hardwick, 
Mass., 12 June 1760, who was twelve years of age when his grandfather 
made his will and the only grandson named for his grandfather. Sons 
Isaac and Josiah Gorham had both married but had died before their 
father, leaving no probate records and no recorded children. (See their
